| bur through the Vigilancy of ſome diſcerning Proteſtants, a whole 
Neſt of them was Yeſterday in the Afternoon diſcovered and ſeized 
upon in Datchy-Lane in the Savoy, to the Number of Eleven, all 
Papiſts, if not moſt of them Prieſts and Jeſuits. That Engliſh 
Proverb, When Rognes fall out, Honeſt Men comes by their Goods ; 
being hereby Verified, for one Mrs. Curtaine a Lodger in Mr. 
Fitzgeralds Houſe in Dutchby-Lane in the Savoy having ſome diffe- 

' Tence with her Land-Lady, took the opportunity to give Informa- 
tion at Court, that a Swarm of Iriſh Prieſts, Jeſuits and Papiſts, 
were private]y hatching Miſchief in a Vault under Ground in the 
ſaid Mr. Fitzgeralds Houſe ; a Meſſenger with a Band of Soldiers 
having firſt Guarded all the Avenues, entered the ſaid Houſe, and 
as they were ſecretly eſcaping, ſeized about Eight, but being in- 
formed that more were there, they found one hid in the Oven, a 
Second in a Cubbard, and a Third in a Trunk, and carried them 
off, with the Maſter of the Houſe, with all their Books and their 
Papers, which may prove of dangerous Import, it-being ſaid, ſome 
of King Jame's Declaration are among them ; they alfoſeized one
